The Struggle Upstream 


Death, corruption, and destruction 
are at work everywhere in this world. 
Germs attack the human body, advanc- 
Ing years weaken it. Insect pests blight 


vegetables, flowers, and trees. Man’s 
greed for large newspapers, from pulp- 
wood, has ruined many of our glorious 
forests and brought on soil erosion. 
Mountain lions prey on deer and hawks 
and owls on smaller birds and animals. 
Churches slip their doctrinal moorings 
and drift about on the seas of human 
opinion. It is easier to float down with 
the current than paddle upstream. There 
is in every man, woman, and child a 
natural tendency to sin. In every Chris- 
tian organization there are the seeds of 
division and the downward pull of 
worldliness. "Man overcomes enemies in 
nature by vigilance and hard work. 
Healthy blood, good food, sunshine, and 
rest keep germs from getting a hold on 
the human body. Churches and other 


Christian organizations are kept steady 
and true to the Word only when a few 
of the leaders are willing to take upon 
themselves the unpleasant task of ob- 
jecting to departures from sound doc- 
trine and the inroads of worldliness. 
People don’t. like to be rebuked, but 
somebody must do it if the downgrade 
tendency is to be overcome. There must 
be constant watchfulness if a church, 
school, college, Bible institute, or mis- 
sionary society is to be kept true and 
well managed. In every believer it is 
“the law of the Spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus” which sets him “free from the 
law of sin and death” (Rom, 8:2). And 
the personal return of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to this earth will set it free from 
the curse, 


Sound Doctrine 


“But speak thou the things which be- 
come sound doctrine” (Titus 2:1). 


HE Apostle Paul, in writing to his 
| faithful missionary companions, 
strongly emphasized the necessity 
of guarding and propagating the sound 
teaching that they had heard him give 
to others (see 1 Tim, 1:10; 2 Tim, 1:13; 
Titus 1:9). The adjective “sound” means 
that which is healthy, pure, unadulter- 
ated. Sound teaching makes those who 
receive it and apply it to their lives, 
strong, manly, godly, fruitful in every 
good work. Unsound doctrine is adul- 
terated, impure, mixed with error, and 
its effects upon those who heed it are 
evil, destructive. Sound doctrine is of 
God, and being so it is called the “word 
of truth” (2 Cor. 6:7; Eph. 1:13; Col. 1:5; 
2 Tim, 2:15). It all centers around the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who is truth incar- 
nate (John 14:6). Unsound doctrine is 
of the Devil, the father of lies (John 
8:44), whose aim it is to lead ‘men and 
women into error and to destruction. 








Comfort for Dark Days 


“For he that is mighty hath done 
to me great things; and holy is his 
name” (Luke 1:49). 




















The apostles, under the inspiration of 
the Spirit, revealed a system of doctrine 
based on “the words of our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (1 Tim, 6:3). They passed on 
those truths that Christ taught them, 
truths which the Holy Spirit had brought 
to their remembrance (John 14:26; 16: 
13). Luke declares that “the things most 
surely believed among us” were deliv- 
ered by those “ministers of the word” 
who had been “eyewitnesses,” men who 
had both seen and heard the Lord (Luke 
1:1, 2). During Paul's long: and lonely 
sojourn in Arabia (Gal. 1:15-21) he re- 
ceived the divine illumination on those 
great fundamental doctrines of the 
Christian faith, which he so fully and 
clearly expounded in his addresses and 
Epistles. This body of truth became the 
standard by which all doctrine was 
tested. Teaching which was contrary to 
Christ’s teaching (Eph. 4:20, 21) was to 
be rejected and its propagators sternly 
rebuked (Titus 1:13). Paul was so zeal- 
ous for the pure doctrine of Christ that 
he regarded it as a sacred thing en- 
trusted to him, which he must treasure 
and guard even until death. He cour- 
ageously condemned even the leaders 
in Antioch because “they walked not up- 
rightly according to the truth of the 
gospel” (Gal. 2:14). 

There are many false teachers whose 
teaching was “contrary to sound doc- 
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trine” (1 Tim, 1:10). The Lord Jesus 
warned His disciples that false teachers 
would arise who, outwardly, would seem 
harmless, but, inwardly, they had the 
nature of wolves. They would draw 
away the simple by their enticing words 
and plausible promises, and having once 
got them in their grip would straight- 
way destroy their faith and their souls 
(Matt. 7:15; John 10:10). Paul, during 
his three years in Ephesus, went from 
house to house declaring the whole coun- 
sel of God, and ceased not to “warn 
every one night and day with tears” 
(Acts 20:31). He knew only too well 
that after his departure evil men would 
arise “speaking perverse things, to draw 
away disciples after them” (v 30). Such 
men were corrupt; they handled the 
Word of God deceitfully (2 Cor, 2:17); 
they were out to serve their own selfish 
ends. Slaves to their animal appetites 
(2 Pet. 2:14, 19), they sought to make 
gain out of those they entrapped. 

As Paul’s life drew to its close he was 
conscious that the Church was to, pass 
through a most critical time. The day 
was not far hence when professing be- 
lievers would “not endure sound doc- 
trine; but after their own lusts shall 
they heap to themselves teachers, hav- 
ing -itching ears; and they shall turn 
away their ears from the truth, and shall 
be turned unto fables” (2 Tim. 4:3, 4). 
Both Timothy and Titus were earnestly 
enjoined to hold fast the sound teaching 
heard from Paul’s lips, and to be “true 
to the faith and love which are in Christ 
Jesus” (2 Tim, 1:13, Weymouth; see also 
Titus 2:8). 

During his lifetime Paul had engaged 
in many a fierce conflict with false 
teachers in the defense of his converts. 
There were the Judaizers, the circum- 
cision party, “who subvert whole houses, 
teaching things which they ought not, 
for filthy lucre’s sake” (Titus 1:11). In 
Galatia they wrought much harm among 
Paul’s converts, and robbed many of 
the liberty they had found in Christ, 
Their motive, said Paul, was to escape 
persecution on behalf of Christ by show- 
ing a great zeal for the Law. They 
gloried in the number of proselytes they 
made (Gal. 6:13). 

In his Epistle to the Romans Paul 
deals with antinomian heresy, which de- 
clared that since believers were saved 
by grace they were free to sin, for the 
more they sinned the more grace would 
be shown to them. Paul shows the un- 
soundness of this plausible doctrine in 
Romans 6:1-11, 

In Colosse he had to warn his con- 
verts against certain false philosophers 
who followed “human traditions and the 
world’s crude notions instead of follow- 
inz Christ” (Col. 2:8, Weymouth). They 
were gnostics, who denied the unity of 
Christ; they denied that in Him dwelt 
“all the fulness of the Godhead bodily” 
(Col. 2:9). They worshiped the angels 
rather than the Son, and refused to give 
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Christ the pre-eminence which was His 
by sovereign right. They gloried in their 
superior knowledge, and made believers 
feel they were not complete in Christ 
(2:10). By their fruits, their godless- 
ness and lovelessness (1 John 4:17), they 
revealed themselves to be unregenerate. 

These various forms of false doctrine 
had one thing in common, they belittled 
Christ, and His vicarious sacrifice for 
sin on Calvary. 

Two thousand years have nearly 
passed, and we find that the exhortations 
of Paul against unsound doctrine are 
just as applicable and necessary today 
as in the first century. Solomon in his 
day declared there was “no new thing 
under the sun” (Eccles. 1:9), and we 
are reminded of this when comparing 
the various false “isms” of the present 
century with those of the twentieth. We 
have the same old doctrines clothed in 
different language and having different 
labels. As the Judaizers, gnostics, an- 
tinominians of Paul’s day attacked and 
denied the deity of Christ, the sufficiency 
of His sacrifice for sin, and exalted man, 
so do the Christian Scientists, Spiritists, 
Theosophists, Russellites, and Humanists 
in our day. Thus we see these modern 
doctrines are hoary with age, for they 
would likewise rob Christ of His deity, 
sovereignty, and deny that man is a 
sinner who is utterly incapable of sav- 
ing himself or the world. They are all 
ecntrary to the great evangelical doc- 
trines of the Word. There is no salva- 
tion for man or the world apart from 
Christ, “for there is none other name 
under heaven given among = men, 
whereby we must be saved” (Acts 4:12), 

Those who obey the truth as it is 
revealed in Christ confirm it to be of

Notes on Open Letter: 


What Is Known 
About the Hittites? 


An Arizona reader and former Club 
Secretary asked the Editor for informa- 
tion about the Hittites. His letter was 
forwarded to Dr. Joseph P. Free, Archae- 
ological Editor of the Times and Pro- 
fessor of Archaeology at Wheaton Col- 
lege, who replied as follows: 


While the Hittites are mentioned in 
about forty passages in the Bible (the 
word actually occurs forty-eight times, 
I believe; sometimes twice in the same 
passage), it was not until the later years 
of the nineteenth century that archae- 
ological evidence was found in the Egyp- 
tian monuments concerning a_ people 
called the Kheta (which could be spelled 
Heta) and in the Assyrian monuments 
of a people called the Kha-at-tu (which 
could be spelled Hattu). In 1876 Pro- 
fessor Sayce of Oxford realized that 
these people were the same as _ those 
referred to in our English Bibles as 
“Hittites” (Hebrew, Hitti). 

But some British scholars, as late as 
the beginning of the twentieth century, 
still had doubts. E. A. W. Budge of the 
British Museum, writing in 1902, still 
expressed doubt concerning this iden- 
tification, and said that it had been made 
“on insufficient grounds” (“Egypt and 
Her Asiatic Empire,” New York, 1902, p. 
136). 

Further archaeological discoveries dut- 
ing the twentieth century left no doubts 
concerning the Hittites. In 1906, Winck- 
ler, the German scholar, went to the 
site known today as Boghaz-Koi, located 
in central Turkev..and there examiced 
the remains of what proved to be the 
capital of the Hittite Empire. He found

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|. Strange Gods in the Professing Church 


Idols that are weakening the testimony of Christians 





“We ... preach unto you that ye 
should turn from these vanities unto the 
living God” (Acts 14:15). 

“For they themselves shew of us what 
manner of entering in we had unto you, 
and how ye turned to God from idols 
to serve the living and true God” (1 
Thess. 1:9). 


F A native Christian should come 
I from his heathen land to lecture to 

the saints in America he could easily 
make our faces red if he chose to speak 
on “idols.” He would find more strange 
gods here than he left behind him. We 
call our land Christian America and we 
thank God for all the advantages which 
we owe to Christianity, but actually true 
Christians in America are a minority 
group. 

I heard a missionary say with telling 
effect that we have no right to give 
money and send missionaries to foreign 
lands to preach a Gospel which will 
cause commotion, divide homes, bring 
ostracism, suffering, and even death, if 
we.are not willing to pay a correspond- 
ing price over here. Over there it 
means giving up idols, and we have no 
right to hold on to ours, 


What Is an Idol? 

God says, “Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me.” An idol is someone or 
something we love more than we love 
God. America is a land of idolaters, not 
only outside the professing church, but 
inside it. We read of those who “feared 
the Lord, and served their own gods” 
(2 Kings 17:33). Their number today 
is legion. Yet the Word of God tells 
us to “flee from idolatry” (1 Cor, 10:14); 
asks, “What agreement hath the temple 
of God with idols?” (2 Cor. 6:16); and 
commands, “Keep yourselves from idols” 
(1.John 5:21). If we are to love God 
with all our heart, soul, and mind, and 
if an idol is something we love more 
thdn we love God or something we love 
too much, then we must get rid of our 
idols if we are to love God as we ought. 

When Jacob prepared to go back to 
Bethel, he said to his household and all 
that were with him, “Put away the 
strange gods that are among you” (Gen. 
35:2). It is the first thing to do if we 
are going back to Bethel! When Gideon 
heard the call of God, he threw down 
the altar of Baal. When Ephesus was 
awakened by Paul many brought their 
books of “curious arts” together and 
burned them in public. When men turn 
to God, they turn from vanities and 
idols. 

What are some of the strange gods 
today? We read of “the god of this 
age” (2 Cor, 4:4, marg.), “the prince of

this world”. (John 12:31), “the prince 
of the power of the air, the spirit that 
now worketh in the children of disobe- 
dience” (Eph, 2:2). This present world 
system — politically, economically, so- 
cially, educationally, religiously — is un- 
der the Devil, and the whole world lies 
in the wicked one. He is the god of 
most people, and plenty of church mem- 
bers pay him allegiance. Yet the Word 
of God tells us plainly not to love the 
world, neither the things that are in the 
world, and that if we love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in us. If 
Satan is the god of this age, then the 
love of this world system is idolatry. 

Worldliness means far more than card- 
playing, dancing, and theater-going. It 
means being occupied with this world 
and its concerns to the exclusion or 
neglect of eternal issues. It means “eat- 
ing and drinking, marrying and giving 
in marriage,” buying and selling, plant- 
ing and building as in the days of Noah 
and Lot until judgment. overtakes us 
unprepared. As it was in the days of 
Noah and Lot, so shall it be, said our 
Lord, and so it is now. 

Just try being an out-and-out Chris- 
tian in the present world of business, 
politics, society, economics, education, or 
even religion and you will soon find out 
who runs it! Travel, as I have to do, 
in the midst of Sodom and Gomorrah 
and you will find that this present setup 
is not catering to Christians. I can re- 
member a day, for instance, when 
smokers used to ask, “Does my smoking 
bother you?” Now, if it bothers, you 
can get off the train or out of the room, 
How often am I awakened on Pullmans 
in the middle of the night inhaling, sec- 
ondhand, tobacco fumes from the pul- 
monary exhaust of some poor slave who, 
although the sign in the car expressly 
forbids it, must have his nicotine before 
morning! And since three out of four 
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adults smoke, nobody pays much atten- 
tion any more to the rights of the few 
who still do not use their noses for 
chimneys. Wade through the stench of 
beer and liquor and the blasphemy of 
both men and women in our public 
places and you will soon realize that the 
millennium has not yet set in. This is 
the Devil’s age! 

Try being a Christian in the world of 
education. No influence on earth has 
contributed more to the paganization of 
America than our godless schools. There 
is still some Christian education to be 
had where Jesus Christ is still recog- 
nized on some college campuses, but the 
trend is away from God, not only in the 
secular schools but in many chureh 
schools once founded to help perpetuate 
the Gospel but now infidel factories and 
breeding grounds of atheism, 

Even in the religious realm God has 
been humanized and man deified. The 
Devil used to rent halls and charge ad- 
mission to propagate infidelity; now he 
gets into the ministry and is paid for 
denying God by the offerings of church 
members on Sunday morning. “Satan 
himself is transformed into an angel of 
light” (2 Cor. 11:14).. The god of this 
age and the ruler of this world setup 
is Satan, and the lust of the flesh, the 
lust of the eyes, and the pride of life 
are still the supreme interests of men, 
We do not have revival because .our 
churches are filled with idolaters who 
cannot go up to Bethel because they will 
not put away their strange gods. “Ye 
adulterers and adulteresses, know ye not 
that the friendship of the world is en- 
mity with God? whosoever therefore will 
be a friend of the world is the enemy 
of God” (Jas. 4:4). When Christians love 
the world more than they love God, they 
are idolaters and adulterers, and we 
should be jealous over them with a godly 
jealousy, for they have been espoused 
to one husband and married to Christ. 


Many Idolaters Today 


Paul names another class of idolaters, 
numerous in these last days, “lovers of 
pleasures more than lovers of God” (2 
Tim, 3:4). Too many, even among our 
professing Christians, can play, but can- 
not pray; know the names of the movie 
stars, but cannot name the Books of the 
Bible; can find Amos and Andy on the 
radio, but would have trouble locating 
Amos and Andrew in the Bible. They 
know the baseball] scores, but not what 
the score is in God’s Word. They can 
yell like Comanche Indians at football 
and sit like wooden Indians at church, 
They can weep over the glycerin tears 
of Hollywood divorcees and sit dry- 
eyed while missionaries plead for lost 
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millions without God and without hope 
in this world. 

The day is long past when the movie 
was mere entertainment. Today it is a 
cult. The actors and actresses are actu- 
ally called “idols,” the theater is the 
church, the screen is the altar, the on- 
lookers are the worshipers. It is idol- 
atry in a vile and potent form, 

We are fold again that “the love of 
money is the root of all evil” (1 Tim. 
6:10). Add the rest of that verse and 
fill in the name of some Bible character 
who was ruined by money and see how 
it works out: The love of money is the 
root of all evil: which while Achan, or 
Gehazi, or Balaam coveted after, he erred 
from. the faith and pierced himseif 
through with many sorrows (1 Tim. 6: 
10). How it fits! And how many it fits 
today ! No wonder Paul says next, “But 
thou, O man of God, flee these things.” 
The love of money gets into the pulpit 
and while we would hardly expect a 
man to enter the ministry for money, 
he may worship Mammon before he gets 
out. The prophet sometimes turns rack- 
eteer and goes the way of Balaam. 
Others suppose that gain is god!iness and 
make a lucrative business out of their 
Christian profession, advance their 


A Y.W.C.A. True to the 
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worldly interests by claiming to be 
Christians, and make piety a cloak for 
covetousness. “They imagine that re- 
ligion is a paying concern” and that gain 
is godliness; but, “godliness with con- 
tentment is great gain. For we brought 
nothing into this world, and it is cer- 
tain we can carry nothing out.” 

The love of money gets into the 
church and we behold the modern coun- 
terpart of Abraham letting the king of 
Sodom make him rich. It is a sad spec- 
tacle when churches and denominations 
accept the gifts and endowments of the 
world in spite of plain Scripture that 
God’s work must be supported by God’s 
people in Gcd’s way. Ezra would not 
accept help from outsiders, but the 
church hes forgotten how to say “No” 
to the subtle offers of the Adversary. 
The love of money is idolatry and the 
church of God aswell as the man of 
God will do well to “flee these things.” 
The Word of God teaches not the denial 
of money on one hand, or its deification 
on the other, but its dedication; and if 
there were fewer Christians worshiping 
the golden calf there would be more 
rejoicing around the fatted calf as prodi- 
gal sons come to God.

Why it withdrew from the National Association, and what 
it seeks to do for young girls and women in Atlantic City, N. J. 


6 yoo Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation of Atlantic City, N. J., has 
severed all connection with the Y.W.C.A. 
of the United States of America. As 
far back as 1929, the members of the 
board of directors saw a gradual ten- 
dency in the national association and in 
local associations to depart from the 
original Christian purpose for which the 
Y.W.C.A. was organized. During those 
years and up to the present, no reports 
have been sent in and no support given 
to the national association by the At- 
lantic City association. As a new con- 
stitution was proposed by the national 
board, to be presented at the biennial 
convention in California in March, 1949, 
and as this constitution included an en- 
dorsement of a public affairs program by 
local associations, we were convinced 
that it was time for the Atlantic City 
association to disaffiliate. The follow- 
ing resolution was therefore passed: 
WHEREAS, the Board of Directors have 
adopted a resolution at its regular meet- 
ing held on the 17th day of February, 
1949, which has been read to the mem- 
bers of this association duly called to- 
gether in special meeting; and 
WHEREAS, the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association of Atlantic City, New 
Jersey, incorporated as a nonprofit asso- 
‘ ciation in 1915 in New Jersey, believing 
that the National Organization, known as 
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Young Women’s Christian Association of 
the United States-of America, had pur- 
poses and program in keeping with the 
purpose and program of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association of Atlantic 
City, New Jersey, in the year 1920 appears 
to have taken some action which may be 
construed as an application to become a 
member of the confederation of associa- 
tions known as Young Women’s Christian 
Associations of the United States of 
America; and 

WHEREAS, since that time not only the 
National body and its affiliations with the 
World’s Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, but also other local associations 
have departed from the original purpose 
and program of what we understood was 
involved in a Young Women’s Christian 
Association; and 


WHEREAS, said organizations have par- 
ticularly departed from the purpose as 
stated in the constitution and by-laws of 
the Young Women’s Christian Association 
of Atlantic City, New Jersey, which says, 
“The purpose of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association shall be to associate 
young women in personal loyalty to Jesus 
Christ as Saviour and Lord; to promote 
growth in Christian character and service 
through physical, social, mrental, and spir- 
itual training and to become a social force 
for the extension of the. Kingdom of 
God”; and 

WHEREAS, we have felt for a period of 
years that the National Organization and 
those connected therewith have been get- 
ting fu'‘her and further away from the 
said primary purpose of associating young 
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women in personal loyalty to Jesus Christ 
as Saviour and Lord and seem to have 
embraced even other anti-Christian ele. 
ments; and 

WHEREAS, we have not since 1928 con. 
tributed any financial support to the 
Young Women's Christian Associations of 
the United States of America and have 
not taken any active part in said organ- 
ization; and 

WHEREAS, there has been proposed an 
entirely new constitution and by-laws of 
the Young Women’s Christian Associations 
of the United States of America, which is 
to be adopted at convention in San Fran- 
cisco commencing March 7, 1949, and 
which provides for mandatory compliance 
with the program and policies of the 
National Board and for financial support 
thereof on pain of disaffiliation; and 

WHEREAS, the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association of Atlantic City, New 
Jersey, does not wish to be considered 
any part of or affiliated with such an or. 
ganization; 

NOW, THEREFORE, on this 3rd day of 
March, 1949, we, the voting members of 
the Young Women’s Christian Association 
of Atlantic City, New Jersey, hereby 
ratify and confirm the action taken by 
the Board of Directors on February 17, 
1949, and hereby disaffiliate any connec- 
tion which there may be construed to be 
with the Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciations of the United States of America 
and hereby authorize the Board of 
Trustees of the Young Women's Christian 
Association of Atlantic City, New Jersey, 
to continue to hold all ‘its property and 
trust funds solely for the benefit of: the 
corporation Young Women's Christian 
Association of Atlantic City, New Jersey, 
The national board later acknowledged 
disaffiliation as we requested. The 
charges that the Y.W.C.A. was being 
un-American and unchristian do not ap- 
ply to the Atlantic City association. We 
are now free to carry on our Christian 
program unhindered, the aim being to 
“confront young women with the living 
Christ.” 

The Atlantic City association was or- 
ganized in 1913, and in 1915 secured its 
charter from the State of New Jersey 
as a nonprofit organization. At that 
time, the greatest need in Atlantic City 
was for a Christian home for employed 
girls and a safe place for those seeking 
employment or on vacation. Gradually 
a definite program was developed. From 
the first, Christian standards ‘have been 
followed— morning devotions, Suhday 
vespers, and Bible classes have been a 
vital part of the weekly schedule in the 
house. No smoking is permitted in the 
building; dancing and card playing are 
not included in the program. 

In 1928, the original building proved 
to be inadequate for the growing pro- 
gram and the new building was started. 
Mr. Philip Howard, Sr., was asked to 
suggest a verse to be carved in stone 
over the front door, that all who pass 
may read. The words, “The love of 
Christ constraineth us,” are there, as we 
hope, for all time; as Mr. Howard’s ex- 
cellent judgment directed. 

There are two very definite parts of. 
the work: the house department and the 
activity program. There is much prayer 
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for God’s will to be done in every plan 
that is made and carried out. For the 
house, our prayer is that the Lord will 
send to us those girls and women, per- 
manent or transient, who need us most. 
Those residing in the house permanently 
must be members and must be self-sup- 
porting, self-respecting girls or women. 
Two floors are reserved for transient 
members. Special cases, or stranded 
girls, are helped in co-operation with the 
Travelers’ Aid, Welfare Bureau, and 
Salvation Army. 

The morning devotions, with daily at- 
tendance of from thirty to sixty persons, 
is one of the special features of the place, 
and is constantly proving a blessing to 
those who attend. Frequently guests 
come to us for a time of rest or refresh- 
ment after trouble or sickness, and find 
what they needed—a spiritual awaken- 
ing, or a consciousness of a nearer walk 
with God, and a Bible-reading habit. As 
one enters the building, the posters, 
mottoes, and Christian literature corner 
give the first impression of a Christian 
home. 

Staff members are separated Chris- 
tians, not trained in the national 
Y.W.C.A. training school, but selected 
from Christian colleges and Bible 
schools. This is a home missionary 
work, 

The Y.W.C.A. of Atlantic City seeks 
to touch life at all ages. Thousands 
come to our doors every year from all 
parts of the United States and Canada, 


representing various stations in life, and“ 


with many objectives. 

The work of the Atlantic City 
Y.W.C.A. is year around. Winter activ- 
ities consist of: 

The Children’s Department offers a 
vital build-up of fundamental truth in 
childlike form, so essential to the future 
of: their Christian life. This is accom- 
plished through the fifty-four Bible 
clubs in the city and country districts, 
held in homes, churches, and public 
buildings. Teachers are trained and 
given the necessary equipment at a 
weekly teachers’ meeting. The programs 
include: happy singing, Bible memory 
work, Bible stories illustrated with felt- 
Ograph, and a large Christmas party 
with hundreds of children in attendance. 

The Young People’s Department, com- 
prising twelve clubs, presents a varied 
program through projects of living in- 
terest to young people, such as: basket- 
ball and other games in a spacious gym- 
nasium, hikes, handicraft, and suppers 
in attractive clubrooms, All groups meet 
weekly for Bible study. Saturday nights 
are devoted to a youth rally with special 
out-of-town speakers known for their 
ability to reach the young for our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

The Adult Department is organized into 
three branches — the Adult clubs, Bible 
Classes, and chapters, all with the same 
aim, that of “confronting young women 
with the living Christ.” 
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The clubs for business girls meet 
weekly for supper meetings, followed by 
profitable Bible study, and finishing with 
interesting programs of art, music, and 
service. 

The seven chapters are units of inter- 
ested Y.W.C.A. women. They meet 
monthly in their homes or the Y.W.C.A, 
for luncheon or dinner, followed by 
regular business meetings and definite 
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Bible study, made more illuminating by 
the use of feltograph. 

The six Bible classes meet in the Asso- 
ciation and surrounding districts, and 
the main objective is consecutive Bible 
study. 

The summer activities include: 

Bible conference every Friday after- 
noon.

Evangelizing Chinese in North America 


As Chinese students plan to take the Gospel to their own race on this continent 


OW can fifty thousand Chinese in 

North America be evangelized? 
Interest in this, question brought eight- 
een Chinese Christian students from 
various denominational and independent 
groups to Des Plaines, Ill., July 2 to 4, 
for the first conference of its kind to 
be held in the United States. They came 
from colleges, seminaries, and Bible 
schools in five states — California, Colo- 
rado, Illinois, Minnesota, Pennsylvania; 
two were recently from Hawaii and 
China. 

What opportunities exist on this side 
of the Pacific to preach the Gospel to 
Chinese? Will American-born Chinese 
students accept the challenge and pre- 
pare to minister'to their own people? 
Sherman Fung and Jacob Wong wanted 
answers to these questions. Fung, an 
American-born Chinese with a degree 
from the University of California and 
doing graduate work at Wheaton College, 
had collaborated with Wong, a Presby- 
terian seminary student from Dubuque, 
Iowa, in preparing survey question- 
naires. Forty-two churches in nine prin- 
cipal Chinese population areas in the 
States and Canada were queried. Mis- 
sionary representatives from the China 
Inland Mission, the Evangelical Alliance, 
and the Worldwide Evangelization Cru- 
sade participated in the study of the 
Fung-Wong survey results. 

From nineteen replies, which Fung 
maintains is a good response for the 
first attempt at a survey to be completed 
later, thirteen are from organized Chi- 
nese churches and six from Caucasian 
churches maintaining work among Chi- 
nese. Seventeen are affiliated with the 
major denominations that brought them 
into existence. Two churches are inde- 
pendent. Average active membership is 
seventy-nine, with average church at- 
tendance of sixty-three. One-third of 
the groups are engaged in building pro- 
grams. 

The survey indicates that there are at 
least sixty Chinese Christian churches 
and missions in North America. Fung 
and Wong have reasons to believe the 
actual number is nearer one hundred.

All groups h.ve active Sunday schools, 
The Sunday school was named the big- 
gest factor in drawing Chinese into the 
churches. Seventeen use denominational 
Sunday school literature; two use Scrip- 
ture Press material. 

“House to house” is the mode’ of 
evangelism with practically no evange- 
listic campaigns. Street meetings, and 
tract distribution are almost unknown. 
Fung and Wong interpret the reports 
to indicate that most Chinese churches 
in this country are traditionally con- 
servative and evangelical and wish to 
continue in that trend. 

The majority are striving to be self- 
supporting churches. All indicate the 
need for additional trained pastors, as- 
sistants, and lay-workers who can speak 
Cantonese and English, and who under- 
stand Chinese life in America, Workers 
speaking Mandarin could evangelize 
among new students coming from China. 
The number oné immediate need was 
instruction classes for new converts, 

The Pacific Coast area has ‘roughly 
forty-seven thousand, or the bulk of the 
Chinese population (these figures may 
need revision on the basis of Govern- 
ment statistics), according to the survey. 
San Francisco leads with between twenty 
thousand and twenty-three thousand 
within the city limits. Los Angeles 
totals around eight thousand. The East, 
Midwest, and Canadian centers show 
around seven thousand in smaller group- 
ings. 

Impressed and showing intense inter- 
est in evangelizing their own race in 
North America, the student group ap- 
pointed a steering committee of six with 
Sherman Fung chairman, to set a late 
fall date for another conference. This 
time a larger representation is expected. 
And with this key committee working on 
ways and means, the group is deter- 
mined to find God’s plan to bring the 
Gospel to the yet unevangelized Chinese 
on this continent.

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The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
ORSHIP is ascribing worth to 
W God. It consists in the outpour- 
ing of the heart in adoration and 
thanksgiving because of what God is and 
what He has done in showing grace to 
sinful mankind. Such worship can only 
be the outcome of a heart that knows 
God and is enjoying fellowship with 
Him. Elaborate rituals and beautiful 
music are not worship, no matter how 
pleasing they may be to the senses. True 
worship and holiness of life go together. 
The Psalmist bids us worship the Lord 
in the beauty of holiness (Psa. 29:2; 96: 
9). Worship, to be acceptable to God, 
must be in accordance with His revealed 
truth. They that worship the Father, our 
Lord told the Samaritan woman, must do 
so in spirit and in truth (John 4:24). Of 
old the prophets insisted on piety toward 
Gcu :nd uprightness of life before men 
as an absolute necessity to real worship. 
Forms and ceremonies, even though 
divinely commanded, became meaning- 
less and even obnoxious to God, no mat- 
ter }.ow venerable, when divorced from 
practical righteousness. This is insisted 
on in the passages upon which our pres- 
ent lesson is based. Both Isaiah and Jer- 
emiah sought to impress upon the con- 
sciences of the people of Israel and Judah 
the primary importance of practical god- 
liness on the part of those who would 
draw nigh to Jehovah, the infinitely holy 
one. Zeal for ancient customs and out- 
ward show was obnoxious to God if 
divorced from integrity and conscien- 
tious devotion to the Word of the Lord. 
Nothing else will take the place of this 
on the part of those who would have 
access to God as worshipers. 


The Historical Setting 

Isaiah prophesied at a time of great 
declension in Judah, seeking to call his 
people to self-judgment and repentance 
from their carcless lives and haughty 
self-confidence. Jeremiah lived in the 
days of the great revival under the godly 
young king, Josiah, but it is evident from 
his messages that with many of the 
people there was no real turning to God, 
and, in the days that followed, the in- 
fluence of the great awakening soon died 
away. 


Verse by Verse 

Isa. 1:11—“To what purpose is the 
multitude of your sacrifices unto me?” 
‘God Himself had commanded that these 
sacrifices be offered. But when the people 
rested with smug satisfaction in these 
outward ordinances, while overlooking 
the importance of reality in their lives, 
the very offerings became obnoxious to 
Him and He found no delight in them. 

Verse 12.—“Who hath required this at 
your hand?” They were substituting 
sacrifices for righteousness, whereas 
these very offerings were ordained as 
an acknowledgment. of their sinfulness 
and need of divine mercy (Heb. 10:3). 
They were never designed -to take the 
place of uprightness in the lives of those 
who would draw near to God. 

Verse 13.—‘“It is iniquity, even the sol- 
emn meeting.” The most sacred religious 
rites and ceremonies are hateful to God 
when those who profess to worship Him 
live in unjudged sin and bring dishonor 
upon His holy name by their unholy 
lives, thus manifesting the fact that they 
have never known the reality of regen- 
eration (Titus 3:5); or if ever born of 
God have fallen into a sadly backslidden 
condition. 

Verse 14.—“Your appointed feasts my 
soul hateth.” In these special religious 


days they professed to honor God and 
to remember with gratitude His works 
of old or His more recent deliverances, 
but they had degenerated into mere holi- 
days, just as godless men today keep 
Easter or Christmas with no sense of the 
real meaning of either of them. All 
such hypocrisy is hateful to God. 


Verse 15—“When ye make many 
prayers, I will not hear.” People often 
think of prayer itself as though it were 
something meritorious. Not only the 
Romanist with his beads, but the Protes- 
tant with his cold, formal, and vain rep- 
etitions may think he will be heard for 
his much speaking. But no prayer is ac- 
ceptable to God that is not the utterance 
of one who has been born again and is 
endeavoring to walk before God in holi- 
ness and ‘righteousness. 

Verse 16—“Wash you, make you 
clean.” While no man ean purge his own 
soul from sin, God nevertheless calls up- 
on all men everywhere to repent; that 
is, to change their attitude toward Him, 
toward self, and toward sin. It is only 
as grace works in the soul that one can 
purge himself from all filthiness of the 
flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness in 
the fear of God (2 Cor. 7:1). So God 
called His people of old to judge them- 
selves in the light of His Word and to 
put away all known evil in order that 
they might “draw nigh” to Him. 

Verses l6c, 17.—“Cease to do evil; learn 
to do well.” What this involves is set 
forth clearly in the rest of the verse. 
They were commanded to deal honestly 
with their brethren, to show compassion 
toward the needy and relieve the dis- 
tressed. There is no merit in so do‘ng 
but such actions would indicate sii.cerity 
of heart toward God, 

Verse 18.—“Come now, and jlet us red- 
son together.” It is only when men re- 
pent that they are in a position to appro-

priate the glad message of the Gospel. 
When they thus turn to God in faith, 
their sins, though scarlet, are made white 
as snow, and though crimson-red, they 
become as pure, white wool. All this 
was in anticipation of the work of the 
cross, for it is the blood of Jesus Christ 
alone that thus cleanseth from every sin 
(i John 1:7). 

Jer. 7:3.—“Amend your ways and your 
doings, and I will cause you to dwell in 
this place.” Because of their evil prac- 
tices God had declared already that His 
people were about to go into captivity, 
but it was not too late yet to seek His 
face and get right with Him and so to 
enjoy once more His gracious care and 
protection. 

Verse 4.—“The temple of the Lord, are 
these.” It is vain to boast of ecclesiasti- 
cal standing and religious privileges if 
the Word of God as to practical behavior 
is ignored. 

Verse 5.—“If ye throughly amend 
your ways... and execute judgment be- 
tween a man and his neighbour.” What 
was needed was a wholehearted return 
to righteousness as between man and 
man, and in the sight of God. 

Verse 6—“If ye oppress not.” There 
were sO many things to be put right. 
God took note of their ill-treatment of 
the needy, the stranger, and the dis- 
tressed. Moreover, He was witness to 
the terrible practice of destroying un- 
wanted babes — shedding innocent blood, 
a practice most abhorrent in His eyes. 
If the people repented of all these things, 
there was hope of mercy, even though 
the Babylonian army was on its way al- 
ready, determined to destroy Jerusalem 
and enslave the nation. 

Verse 7.—“Then will I cause you t 
dwell in this place, in the land.” Had 
there been but an honest response to 
the, prophet’s plea, the captivity would 
have been deferred; but, alas, there was 
no evidence of contrition or of reforma- 
tion on the part of priests or people, 


The Heart of the Lesson 

It is so easy to go along the line of 
least resistance and to suppose that God 
will be satisfied with church attendance, 
sacramental observances, and lip service, 
while sin remains unjudged and God is 
dishonored by the careless, dissolute lives 
of those who profess His name. But it 
is vain to count upon His acceptance of 
the outward forms of worship if the 
heart be far from Him. He demands re- 
ality in those who profess to worship 
Him and are called by His name,

Priestly Pride and Provhetic Testi- 
mony. It is evident that during the days 
of both Isaiah and Jeremiah there was 
a proud, haughty, priestly party in Judah 
that relied upon sacramental religion and 
failed to take into account the impor- 
tance of vital godliness; thus misleaJing 
the people and leading them to trust in 
ordinances for salvation rather than to 
turn to God in true repentance and faith 
—a faith working by love. Against ‘this 
sacerdotalism the prophets were. raised 
to voice their protest and to call upon 
all Israel and Judah to confess and turn 
from their sins and so to worship God 
in purity and holiness. The same con- 
flict is seen often today. 


Summaries and Applications 

Some people seem to think of prayer 
as a kind of fetish which will ward off 
danger whatever the lives of the indi- 
viduals who offer the prayers may be. 
Prayer, like worship, is only accepta le 
to God if it comes from hearts that are 
right with Him and souls that delight in 
His will. 

Ordinances, however beautiful, have 
no saving value. They are only of worth 
as they picture divine realities. Even 
though divinely ordained, they become 
obnoxious to God if substituted for god- 
liness, and relied upon for salvation, 
while the life gives no evidence of sub- 
jection to Ged and His Word.

The Busy Men’s Comer

“To what purpose is the multitude of 
your sacrifices unto me?” (Isa, 1:11.) A 
poetical rendering of this verse asks, 
“What do I get in your offerings slain?” 
The Lord answers His own question 
thus: “They have nothing for Me, saith 
Jehovah.” 

When the Lord instituted the system 
of sacrifices, He referred to them as His 
“bread.” Five times in one chapter (Lev. 
21) He calls the burnt offerings His 
“bread.” When properly offered by a 
separated people there was much for 
Him in the sacrifices, because they fore- 
sh .dowed the coming of the perfect sac- 
rifice—the One in whom was all His 
delight ! 

At this time Israel was a defiled, in- 
stead of a separated people. Moral and 
spiritual conditions were so bad that the 
Lord uses the names “Sodom” and “Go- 
morrah” and applies them to Judah and 
Jerusalem (Isa, 1:10). The inhabitants 
of those cities were “wicked and sin- 
ners before the Lord exceedingly” (Gen, 
13:13). And “the sacrifice of the wicked 
is abomination” (Prov. 21:27). Al- 
though the sacrifices in the midst of 
Israel were of divine origin, the Lord 
hated them when they degenerated into 
mere formalism. There is absolutely 
nothing for God in a dead religion, 

Pity poor Benjamin Ullmo, who served 
a twenty-six year sentence on Devil’s 
Island, far-famed French penal colony, 
and undoubtedly yearned in his prison 
for the opportunity to return to civil- 
ization. One day he went back to France, 
and after a short stay, voluntarily went 
back to Devil’s Island. He was disap- 
pointed with what he found; and it 
might interest. you to know what this 
ex-convict thought about the modern 
world. He was struck most with “the 
extraordinary spiritual collapse of the 
world and the decline in conscience and 
intelligence.” That’s hard criticism com- 
ing from a convict. But he was really 
astounded at the “immeasurable stupid- 
ity of present-day humanity which re- 
gards itself/as so superior” (The General 
Baptist Messenger).

ing of the meaning of sacrifice, no com- 
prehension of the holiness of the Lord 
and of the reverence due Him. 

Dr. Harry Rimmer says: “I recently 
talked with a judge of the United States 
Circuit Court, who had just gone back 
to his alma mater for a visit, the first 
since his graduation. He was received 
as an honored guest, a famous ‘old grad, 
and was made to feel at home. He spoke 
a few words in the chapel, words of faith 
and trust.” After the talk he dropped 
into a science class, and was in time to 
hear the professor make some facetious 
remarks about ‘the old fossil who had 
talked in chapel.’ The professor’s re- 
marks were so well received by the 
class that he felt encouraged to go on, 
and he sneered at the virgin birth of 
Jesus Christ, called Him a martyr who 
died for a foolish ideal, scoffed at His 
resurrection, and rudely jested about His 
return. 

“The old judge rose in indignation to 
defend the Lord Jesus, and the class 
jeered him to silence! He said he was 
so amazed that he went on a tour of 
investigation, and found that the ‘faith, 
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manners, and morals’ of the student body 
were gone.” 

Since that is so, everything of a re- 
ligious nature done in that “chapel” is 
a stench in the nostrils of the Lord, un- 
til the mockers repent. 

“Yea, when ye make many prayers, I 
will not hear” (v. 15).—It may seem dif- 
ficult to believe that such a marvelous 
thing as prayer can become an abomina-. 
tion, but it is so. “He that turneth away 
his ear from hearing the law, even his 
prayer shall be abomination” (Prov. 28: 
9). “Now we know that God heareth 
not sinners,” said the blind man whose 
eyes the Lord opened, “but if any man 
be a worshipper of God, and doeth his 
will, him he heareth” (John 9:31). The 
cry of a penitent sinner will certainly be 
heard (Luke 18:13, 14). The Lord 
warned against praying “as the hypo- 
crites,” and against “vain repetitions, as 
the heathen” (Matt. 6:5-7). “If I regard 
iniquity in my heart, the Lord will not 
hear me,” said the Psalmist (66:18). 

Upon receiving letters containing an- 
gry accusations against him, a Christian 
businessman always answered them in

Scriptural quietness and courtesy. When 
asked why he answered so graciously, 
he said he realized that if he replied 
to the heated, unchristian letters in kind, 
he would be off praying ground, and 
not be able to pray the matter through 
with the assurance that God was hear- 
ing, leading, and answering. Israel was 
off praying ground. 

“Though your sins be as scarlet . , . 
(v. 18).—What a gracious message to 
a people whose religious life was re- 
pulsive to God! If they would use the 
sacrifices (the sin offering, for example) 
in the proper manner, God would put 
to their account the value of the blood, 
and they would be “as white as snow” 
in His reckoning. Since Christ has died 
for our sins, each person apprepriating 
that sacrifice is “clean every whit” in 
God’s sight.

“Clean every whit !” Thou saidst it, Lord; 

Shall one suspicion lurk? 
Thine, surely, is a faithful word, 
And Thine a finished work.

AY, fellows, going to church and 
Sunday school is not a mere matter 
of routine, though regularity is a virtue. 
Dressing up in your best and looking 
neat and clean is not of supreme im- 
portance, though it is good, and proper. 
Being on ‘time and taking part in re- 
spectful attention is reverent and in or- 
der. Dropping a substantial contribution 
into the collection plate every time is 
a worthy thing to do. All these excel- 
leticies would make quite a build up and 
would gain for one the reputation of 
being a good churchgoer, or member. 
Yet all of them combined form a very 
small part of true worship as God re- 
gards it, according to His Word to us 
through Isaiah, His chosen prophet. 
The fact of supreme importance is that 
you are going by appointment into the 
presence of the great God Almighty, the 
creator of the universe, for the baring 
of your soul to Him; and He can see 
through your “Sunday clothes” as though 
they were clear glass. If you sit in the 
pew with a grudge, or with enmity in 
your heart toward someone else, inside 
or outside the church, all your regular- 
ity, your clean skin and good clothes, your 
Teverent attitude of worship, and your 
generous bill in the plate will not make 
up for it. If there is impurity in your 
thoughts, though none would suspect it; 
if there is sin in your heart, unconfessed, 
unforiven, all your pious pew-sitting is 
as “filthy rags” in God’s sight, and you 
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are in the class with those hypocrites 
in the church who are so much adver- 
tised by unbelievers. 

“To what purpose is the multitude of 
your sacrifices unto me? saith the Lord. 
. . . When ye come to appear before 
me, who hath required this at your hand, 
to tread my courts? Bring no more vain 
oblations; incense is an abomination unto 
me; the new moons and sabbaths, the 
calling of assemblies, I cannot away 
with; it is iniquity, even the solemn 
meeting. ... And when ye spread forth 
your hands, I will hide mine eyes from 
you: yea, when ye make many prayers, 
I will not hear: your hands are full of 
blood. Wash you, make you ‘clean; put 
away the evil of your doings. . .” This 
is very.plain and cutting language from 
the Lord God whom we are trying to 
worship; but He knows it takes some- 
thing like that to startle us into an ex- 
amination of our inside selves, that we 
may see just what a flop may be our 
churchgoing. 

That is the ugly side of the picture, 
Here is the brighter one, if we will take 
advantage of it. The same one who 
uttered that terrific denunciation holds 
out His loving hands to us, saying, 
“Come now, and let us reason together, 
saith the Lord: though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, they 
shall be as wool.” And, fellows, it means 
just this: If we honestly and frankly 
examine our hearts we find sin there; 
it is bound to be there, for we are sinful 
by nature, and we know it is there, It 
is so deeply entrenched and rooted that 
we cannot ourselves stamp it out, try 
as hard as we may. But this is the 
blessed thing we can do: We can de- 
plore it—repent of it—and upon our 
knees confess it unto God and beg His 
forgiveness. God's promise is very clear. 
Look at 1 John 1:9: “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” 

When that has taken place in your 
experience, your church service will be 
not only honoring to the Lord, but a 
satisfaction and joy to your own heart; 
you will really be a clean pew-sitter, for 
your heart is right with God. Then all 
your cleanliness of body and clothing, 
your regularity of attendance, your rev- 
erent attention, and your contribution 
will count for full value, because under- 
neath is a heart of love, saved and 
cleansed by the precious blood of Jesus 
Christ. Then the whole service is re- 
freshing and reviving, singing is sweeter, 
the preaching is nourishing, and the fel- 
lowship with God's people is delightful. 
And your presence there will add to 
the incense of praise which is so ac- 
ceptable to God. 

Makes all the difference, fellows, what 
is in the heart.

worship: (1) Reverence paid to worth; 
(2) to regard with fervent devotion or 
affection; (3) to feel and express rev- 
erent admiration for. If we put the 
definitions together we might say, “To 
feel and express fervent affection and 
reverent admiration for a person of 
worth constitutes worship.” 

Whenever you find a person who 
knows the Lord, no matter where he 
lives or what his color, he will acknowl- 
edge the worthiness of the Lord. The 
better he knows the Lord and the closer 
he is in touch with Him, the more fer- 
vently he will declare His worthiness. 
See the “new song” in Revelation 5:9, 
10. Here is real worship. The song is 
addressed to the Lord Himself, and the 
attitude of the worshipers expresses 
reverent admiration and fervent affec- 
tion for the One who is worthy. 

There are five things starting with R 
which we will consider this morning in 
their relation to worship. The first one 
is Repentance. In Isaiah 1:1 we find 
that Isaiah’s message concerns Judah 
and Jerusalem. Yet in verse 10 he re- 
fers to the people of Judah as if they 
belonged to the cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. What kind of city was 
Sodom, Donna? Now read on to verse 
15. The lives of the people of Judah 
were so ungodly that the Lord hated 
their worship. It was not real worship 
at all. It was only an empty form. The 
Lord told them to stop bringing their 
useless sacrifices. Before their worship 
could be genuine, they needed to repent 
of their sins. Repentance means not 
only sorrow for sin but turning away 
from it. 

Now read verse 18. Repentance is not 
enough to save a soul. There must be 
Reasoning with the Lord. That is, the 
soul must come into direct contact with 
the Lord. What wonderful reasoning 
we have in this verse! No one but God 
can reason like this And why is it 
nossible? Because the Lord Jesus will- 
ingly paid the price of our Redemption. 
Look again at Revelation 5:9, 10 and 
notice that it is the redeemed ones who 
are worshiping there. No one is pre- 
pared to worship until he can say, “I 
have been redeemed with the precious 
blood of Christ.” 

Now turn to Jeremiah 7. This is a 
message Jeremiah was told to give at 
the Temple gate. Everyone coming in 
to worship heard it. Let us read the 
first twelve verses of this chapter. Here 
again the people are told to repent. 

Back in the days of- Eli and Samuel, 
the Tabernacle of the Lord was in Shi- 
loh, but the Lord forsook the Tabernacle 
and allowed the enemies of Israel to 
overcome them. Mary will tell us why 
this was. Here in Jeremiah 7, Judah is 
werned that their Temple at Jerusalem 
will be destroyed and their enemies will 
overcome them unless they repent. God 
will not accept worship from those 
whose hearts are not right before Him. 
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There are two kinds of sins, sins 
against God and sins against our fellow 
man. The inhabitants of Judah were 
guilty of both. How about you and me? 
Turn to 1 Corinthians 11:28-32. Here a 
Christian is told to examine himself and 
judge himself before partaking of the 
Lord’s Supper. If he has said or done 
anything wrong, it must be confessed 
to the Lord before he is ready to wor- 
ship. As soon as he has confessed his 
sin, God forgives that sin and cleanses 
him. That is called Restoration. When 
a Christian sins, his fellowship with the 
Lord is broken. When that sin is con- 
fessed and forgiven, he is restored to 
fellowship with Him. 

But one thing more: Suppose a Chris- 
tian has quarreled with another Chris- 
tian. He is not ready to worship until 
he has also been Reconciled to his 
brother. Turn to Matthew 5:23, 24. See 
how plainly this teaches that a Chris- 
tian must be reconciled to his brother 
before he is ready to worship. 


No one can truly worship God unless , 


he has repented of his sins, listened to 
God’s reasoning about them, and been 
redeemed with the precious blood of 
Christ. After this he may enter the 
very presence cf God as His redeemed 
child, restored to fellowship with Him, 
and reconciled to his fellow Christians. 

If every Christian came to worship 
thus prepared, what wonderful serv- 
ices we would have, and how the heart 
of our blessed Lord would rejoice! If 
we come to worship with prepared 
hearts, we will never go home un- 
blessed. Even if the surroundings are 
not all. we could wish, yet we ourselves 
will be full of praise to our Lord as 
we meet together, loving Him and lov- 
ing one another. 

Assignment for next week: Read the 
first five chapters of Daniel this week 
and find out why God destroyed the 
nation of Chaldea, which had its capi- 
tal at Babylon.

HISPER into the ear of each pupil 
the name of one of the following: 
Moses, Joshua, Gideon, Samuel, David, 
Isaiah, Peter, Andrew, James, John, Paul, 
(Omit some of the disciples, if there 
are less than eleven pupils.) I have 
here a very tiny scroll. I will secretly 
drop it into the hands of some boy (as 
in the game of Button, Button), and 
when I have finished, that one must rise 
and tell how God’s Word came to him 
and what God wanted him to do. He 
must not tell his name, for the rest of 
us will raise our hands if we know. He 
will call on one to tell his name; and 
if it is right, that one may drop the 
scroll into another boy’s hand, 
Someone didn’t know about his name- 
sake because he wasn’t here last Sun- 
day, or because he didn’t read his Bible 
this week. How sad! Our class wasn’t 
so much fun. And he missed something. 
These folks: who became God’s helpers 
and have the famous names now wor- 
shiped God and listened to His Word. 
(Quote Psa. 1:1, 2.) ° 
Isaiah preached with words, but we 
will let this goldfish in his bow] start 
the sermon for us this morning. Yes, 
you can call him Wilbur if you like. See 
Wil*‘ur come up to the top to get some- 
thing to eat. Imagine Wilbur saying: 
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“When I come to the top, I will behave 
myself — act like a goldfish should — and 
Teacher will give me plenty to eat and 
love me and take care of me. But when 
I go back down deep into the water, 
she cannot see me. I can act just as 
bad as I please—I can eat up Wallace, 
my companion — and nobody would ever 
know.” Oh, no, Wilbur, you can’t fool 
us that way! You live in a glass cage. 
We can see every single thing you do 
— whether you swim right or left or 
dive‘to the bottom, or eat up Wallace. 

Wilbur cannot fool us. But there are 
people who hope to fool Ged. They go 
to church Sunday morning. They spend 
the rest of the day in foolish ways. Dur- 
ing the week they cheat and quarrel and 
grab. And Sunday morning they are 
back in church —bat God isn’t inter- 
ested. Now listen to Isaiah in American 
words: Hear the Word of the Lord. 
What good is all your going to church? 
says the Lord. I am fed up with your 
services. Who asked you to attend? 
Don’t bring any more offerings... When 
you fold your hands to pray, I won't 
look at you; yes, even though you pray 
and pray, I will not hear. Your hands 
are full.of all the bad things they have 
done during the week. Clean up your 
sins. Stop doing wrong. Learn to do 
well; be fair; help those in trouble. Come 
now, even if your sins are bright red, 
they shall be as white as snow. If you 
are willing and obedient, you shall have 
plenty of good things. If you refuse, 
you will have trouble. The mouth of the 
Lord has spoken it. 

Does that mean the Lord does not want 
us to come to church? It does mean that 
just one hour of being good is not 
enough. God expects us to be Christian 
seven days a week, twenty-four hours a 
day. “Learn to do well; seek judgment, 
relieve the oppressed” (Isa. 1:17, Mem- 
ory Verse). Now what does that verse 
mean for you to de? We will call that 
the text of Isaiah's sermon for today. 

Here is a sermon text from Isaiah for

If your daddy or mother told you to 
do certain things and not to do others, 
and you disobeyed over and over, what 
would they do? I hope they would pun- 
ish you. So many parents nowadays 
promise a whipping, but never give it. 
A faithful parent, who really loves the 
child, does punish him for wrongdoing. 

I. knew a little boy who was very 
meddlesome. One day his father saw 
him playing around the tank where he 
kept his gasoline.

What does God ask of us? Can we 
go to church and Sunday school and 
sing and pray with wicked thoughts in 
our hearts,.with hatred for some little 
boy or girl?

No, the very first thing we must do 
to have real worship is to ask God to 
forgive our sins. And we must confess 
them to God. There is no use in trying 
to deny our sins, for God knows all 
about them. We may lie to our parents 
and they may never know it, but God 
sees us — everything we do or say. You 
can’t fool God about a single thing. 

And when we are forgiven, we should 
ask God for help so we won’t do the 
same naughty thing right over again, 
His Holy Spirit in our hearts will keep

2. Those Inferiority Complexes! 
(Prov. 16:18, 19; 18:24; Rom. 12:3-8)

HE first in the series of topics on 

“Know Thyself,” last week, directed 
our thoughts to keeping physically fit. 
This week’s topic evidently has in mind 
the thought of mental fitness with a 
particular emphasis upon a difficulty that 
modern psychologists tell us plagues 
many young people. The very term used 
for this difficulty, “inferiority complex,” 
is an invention of modern phychology. 
The dictionary definition of “inferiority 
complex” reads, “a morbid sense of per- 
sonal inferiority, sometimes shown by 
exaggerated aggressiveness.” Such ag- 
gressiveness may take the form of bully- 
ing weaker individuals, or it may show 
itself in a belligerency and touchiness 
whenever a criticism, real or fancied, is 
met. .Or one’s feeling of inferiority may 
result in an effort to retire from one’s 
fellows to isolation. 

wg 

Modern psychology gives a number of 
explanations for such a sense of inferi- 
ority. Some of these ascribe it to re- 
pression, or the wrong kind of discipline 
in early childhood; some to frustration, 
or lack of opportunity to satisfy one’s 
early desires, and the like, and phychol- 
ogists, or those who seek to deal with 
mental disorders, prescribe all sorts of 
remedies for the feeling of inferiority. 
But the difficulty is that all psychologists 
and psychiatrists are not Christians, and, 
therefore, a counsel of those who do not 
know God, through saving faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, is not absolutely trust- 
worthy. 

As we saw several weeks ago, when 
our topic dealt with religion and educa- 
tion, man, as originally created by God, 
was a trinity, composed of body, mind 
or soul, and spirit. It is through the spir- 
itual side of his nature than man knows 
God and understands His will. Man’s 
God-consciousness was lost through the 
fall of Adam, and is only. restored 
through saving faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. All of man’s mental difficulties 
come through lack of adjustment to God, 
and anything that attempts to deal with 
these mental aberrations or difficulties, 
and yet which fails to adjust his rela- 
tionship to God, is, of necessity, inade- 
quate and incomplete. It is, therefore, 
not a course in psychology that mal- 
adjusted persons need, but, in the words 
of the Lord Jesus, “Ye must~be born 
again” (John 3:7). Here must begin any 
adjustment in the lives either of young 
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persons or older ones to bring them into 
harmony with God, and into sane, rea- 
sonable, and comfortable relationships 
with others. 

4 

But, granting that this important step 
of faith in the Lord Jesus Christ as God’s 
Son and a personal acceptance of His 
redeeming work on Calvary for the in- 
dividual has been made, will all diffi- 
culties be immediately overcome and 
all adjustments effected? Unfortunately, 
not everyone who accepts the Lord Jesus 
Christ as Saviour goes on to appropriate 
all: that God has for him in the life that 
is Christ. God’s Word recognizes that, 
in the life of the believer, two natures 
are in conflict. One of these, which the 
Bible sometimes speaks of as the “old 
man,” or the “carnal mind,” is not eradi- 
cated when one is born again, and will 
not be eradicated until we see the Lord 
Jesus and are transformed into His like- 
ness when He comes again, 

But, to the born-again believer, God, 
at the moment of the new birth, gives a 
new nature, which the New Testament 
speaks of sometimes as “the inward 
man,” or “the new man,” or “the divine 
nature.” Where, under the old nature, 
the “works of the flesh,” listed in Gala- 
tians 5:19-21, were produced, the new 
nature, under the power of the indwell- 
ing Holy Spirit, will produce the “fruit” 
we find mentioned in Galatians 5:22, 23, 
The part of the believer is to “let this 
mind,” which is the mind of Christ, be, 
in him (Phil. 2:5), and to yield com- 
pletely to Christ so that this new nature 
may operate ,unhindered, counteracting 
and controlling all the impulses of the 
old nature. This is what is meant in the 
New Testament when ,the believer is 
urged to “walk in the spirit,” and to 
“reckon yourselves dead indéed unto 
sin.” 
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Thus if a believer’s feeling of inferi- 
ority comes from a sick or ailing mind, 
then God’s Word says to that one, “God 
hath not given us the spirit of fear; but 
of power, and of love, and of a sound 
mind” (2 Tim. 1:7), and it exhorts us 
to “stir up the gift of God” which is 
in us. 

Is there a sense of need for recogni-

personal worth? Then God’s Word says 
to the believer, “Ye are the salt of the 
earth” (Matt. 5:13); and, “Ye are the 
light of the world” (Matt.

Is there a need for “talk it out” cure 
that modern psychiatry makes so much 
of? To the believer God’s Word says, 
“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 
Here is something more than the “ca- 
thartic method” of which psychiatry 
boasts. It is the promise of forgiveness 
and cleansing as well that we may have 
by goirig to God and telling Him all that 
is on our heart. He says to us, “Come 
now, and let us reason together, saith 
the Lord: though your sins be as scarlet 
they shall be as white as snow; though 
they be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool” (Isa, 1:18).

“Yes, do!” said his cousin, Pao-Wen. 
“I love hearing about that good, kind

It was many, many years ago when I 
was a young man traveling down the 
coast in a steamer. We were crowded 
out with “travel guests,” and when we 
got out to sea they turned out to be 
armed robbers, 

They seized and bound the captain and 
crew, wounding anyone who tried to 
hinder thenr in any way. Then they ran 
the ship into a little bay at the foot of 
some rugged, lonely mountains, taking 
all the loot they could. 

The passengers were roped together 
and forced to march away into the hills, 
Some of the older ones stumbled and fel] 
on the steep rocky paths we had to climb 
and the robbers would shoot them; and 
they beat us if we slowed down.
